The Prixce abhors ſuch irregula- 
rities : He defires ſuch an y may meet, as may truly repre- 
ſent the People, to Bnact and Eſtabliſh ſuch Laws ard ſuch a Go- 
vernment as may ſecure their Religion, Liberties and Properties, with 
the beſt advantage and ſecurity to the Nation that can be propoſed : 
And although the Church of England ia hereby left deſtitute of that 
unfair and irregular advantage it firmly had from the King's power 
and aſſiſtance, yet I doubt not but this and ſucceeding Parliaments will 
Enact ſuch an Eſtabliſhment in the Church, as may well agree 
with the honeſt deſires of the more moderate and pious Church-men. 

What the Civil Government will be, is more difficult to gueſs at, 
but | can tell you what. it has been, and wherein ic tems e 
and requires ſome touches of your Legiſlative Skill to help it Mit. 
This I am confident of, That if the Conſultations of this great Coun- 
oel does but produce what the Neceſlities of the F and the 
Conveniencies which a well ſetled State does require, the Alterations 
will be very conſiderable.

Government is 4 Power whereby a Community of Men are kept in Or- 
der, and diſpoſed to a conformably to their Natures, and to the common 
advantage 7 whole Body Poltrick. This Power is ſometimes plac d 
in one ſingle Perſon, and then it is Menarchy : Sometimes in a ſelect 
number of the Chiefs, when it aſſumes the name of Ariftacracy; And 
ſometimes in the whole Body of the People, which is called Dem- 
cracy. But of theſe three Primwatives, there are ſeveral Derivatives, 
Compounds, and Variations. 

The firſt, Mageſfracy, I do allow to be grounded in Nature, and 
the firſt frate to be a Genarchs,' or Patriarch, who ruFd over 
Families of his oun Extraction, and Citties of his natural Generation. 
It was in this ſenſe that the Fifth Commandment was given; and it 
was from hence that Men grew up into Citties, Kingdoms, and Em- 
pires, and therefore the Laws to regulate them ought to be ſuch as 
are apt and fit to govern Families, tor the preſervation of tneir Peace, 
Liberty: and Properties, not to bind them to perpetual Slavery and 

aſlalage. Soalſo, the Submiſſions due from the People to the Su- 
pream Power, are in their nature filial, not ſervile, as proceeding 
rather from Love and Gratitude ; for protection given, than for 
fear of the Rod hanging over their Backs, which ought to be ex- 

only to prevent a common Inconveniency. But this Patriar- 
chat Government, continues no longer than the Patriarch holds a 
power over his Family, to puniſh ſuch offences in particular perſons, 
a5 might otherwiſe ( if allowed oſ) obſtruct the common Intereſt ; 
and to ptotect the whole Body and every individual in their natu- 
ral and acquir'd Rights, both from Domeſtick and Forreign Inva- 
ders: For when the natural power of one or more in Conjunctior 
ſhall exceed that of the Patriarch, or Father of the Family, this - for 
of Government is ſo far diſſolved, that if they pleaſe and find it cor 
venient, they may reaſlume their natural Freedom, or again engaj 
in the lame Family, by Pact or promiſe, or elſe leave it, and t 
compact with others, ſubmit to what Laws or Meaſures of Livir 
together in a Comunity they think fit. He that will make t 
natural Magifrate more Sacred than thus, may at laſt commit Ido! 
try, and fall down to worſhip. 

Bur chis is not the State of any Nation or People now under Heave 
we are all ſhufled ard blended together, ſo that we ſtand not Ori 
rally allociated to any Magiſtrate out of natural Duty, but out 
mutual fear of each other, which to avoid, produc'd,theſe civil Cor 
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Ern now Governed. Thus being ſeperated 
our Families, each Man has a righe by nature to bim- 
ſelf, which ſuppoſes his primary Allegeance now due to himſelf: He 
has farther an equal right withall others to all things neceſſary for ſu- 
ſtentation, & an abſolute right in his own perſon; & having thus a wnurs- 
ww jurinboch, he is fitted for mutual Compact with others. 'Tis cer- 
tai that Nature, thò She did provide for Mankind in its render belp- 
len and unexperienced years, a natural Governour and Protector, 
yet being withdrawn from that Power and Subjection, it falls into a 
ſtate of War, which was the Condition of the World in thoſe Times, 
which Hiſtorians call Heroical : When Nimred obtained the Cha- 
rater of the ſtouteſt Hunter, and Hercules travelled to tame Mon- 
ſters and Uſurpers. / 

The Patriarchal Government being at an end, and the People being 
now left in a ſtate of War, occaſioned by the Univerſal Right that 
every man had to every thing, the-Government that ſucceeded was 
accordingly Martial and Warlike and their Governours were ra- 
ther Generals than Kings, and like them, Arbitrary. and Unlimited. 
In this ſtate the Chief was properly and Originally called 
Tyrannms; but Loſt, „ and Avarice being the uſual atten- 
dants of abſolute power, did coo far il, to the prejudice of 
thoſe in Subjection, that both the Perſon and Title of ſuch Gover» 
nours in time became odious and contemptible. It was for this rea · 
ſon that Pluterch in his life of Timoleon, affirms. that over a Tyrant; 
orgy aooſon Judge, and may be an Executioner; and Plato in 
his wealrh, delineates a Tyrant amongſt his Subjects by a 
bin amongſt the Flock, plac'd there rather to devour” chan pre
